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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The After Final amendment dated July 6, 2007 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1, 3, and 16-17 have been amended. Claims 1-22 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After further 
consideration of the prior art of record, it appears that the prior art of record fails to disclose each 
and every element of the Applicant's invention. The Dickman reference appears to describe a 
way to rearrange a set of objects such that some objects become garbage. Dickman discloses 
reworking the arrangement of which objects point to which so as to increase the likelihood of 
third objects becoming garbage and describes rearranging objects so as to "flatten" a tree. 
Therefore, it appears that Dickman simply discloses using a depth counter to determine when to 
rearrange the objects in a tree. 

Specifically, the prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest identifying, based on the 
associated reference count and depth value, which of the plurality of objects are processed to 
determine whether or not they are garbage. The preceding limitations, when combined with the 
rest of the claim limitations recited in claim 1, result in a combination of elements that is both 
novel and unobvious over the prior art of record.
